and the evidence of Oroville hospital

‘of Gridley, who signed the death cer- 
tificate, conflicts. The certificate: gave 
the cause of death as a cerebral af- 
fliction, while, according to investi- 
gators, nurses and hospital attend- 
ants referred to Schalow as-“the man 
with lockjaw” and attributed his: de- 
mise to lockjaw resulting from his 
burns. 


In this connection the grand jury 


is also expected to require testimony 


from Dr. Safford as to the death cer- 
tificate and from Dr. F. M. Whiting, 
who, with Safford, made a superficial 
examination of Schalow’s burns at the 
funeral after the body was placed in 
the casket. 9 
On the nature of this testimony 
hinges the placing of charges against 
the high priestess“ of the band of 
religious fanatics of which Schalow 
‘was a member. 
The explanation given by those who 
participated in the alleged human saoc- 
rifice, investigators said, was that 
‘gchalow possessed a strange, occult 
power that forced them to do his 
bidding and that he himself volun- 
tarily accepted the branding. 

With the announcement of. the high 


priestess' part of the ceremony, come

those few dissenters from the Pente- 
costal “Holy Roller congregation who 
had devised a religion to suit them- 
selves, and who had banded together |.

Before this group Schalow was pre- 
pared for the sacrifice by fire. 

Whether he was a voluntary vic- 
tim or whether he was forced, either 
in punishment or to appease a god's 


wrath, to submit to the burning has 


not been learned. But in some man- 
ner he was held motionless, stripped 
nearly naked, and subjected to the 
torture. 

An iron was“ heated and applied to 
his feet—his elbows—his back —and 
finally his head. 

The witnesses examined did not tell 
their stories willing, but they dodged 
questions; gave evasive answers, and 
tried to shift the blame from their 
own shoulders. The secrets of. the 
rites of their cult they tried to pre- 
serve throughout the examination. 

From other sources stories have 
come that the cult to which Schalow 
belonged had sacrificed a sheep. the 
day before he himself was burned. 
Schalow's sacrifice took place early 
on the morning of March 1, as near as 
the authorities can fix the time.

Goes Oat For Medical Md to Com- 
bat Danger.

-Chicago.—Fear that some death 
dealing pestilence or “black plague 
may follow in the wake of the tornado 
brought a call for more doctors and 
nurses from 2 e II- 
nois.

Many of the says kenns hospitals 
were appealed to and asked by mili- 
tary medical men and Red Cross, of- 
ficials: to send to the scene every, 
available: physician and nurse. 

The doctors on the 
made the zppaal said that the time 18 
drawing near when the natural se- 
quence of events might bring some 
epidemic of tetanus, gangrene or other 
lethal disease likely to take a heavy 
toll of lives among the wounded and 
injured. 

It was pointed out that when the 
first doctors arrived on the scene im- 
mediately after the injured had betn 
carried into shelter, the heavy winds 
that had wounded these people 80 
sorely, also had made it difficult to 
give them proper treatment. 

The doctors found the waters of 
the tornado-swept towns and villages 
tainted and the means of sterilizing 
the surgical instruments, bandages 
and even the wounds themselves were 
not at hand: and so they must cut 
and stitch up wounds and dress and 
trust to Providence or the clean and 
wholesome blood of the patients them- 
selves to save them from infection. 

The department of public health at 
Washington has been appealed to for 
its supplies of anti-toxin to fight the 
diseases that are feared. The call for 
more doctors and nurses from Chicago 
comes because when these arrive it 
will be necessary to administer anti- 
toxin by the wholesale. 


Chicago.—Looking upward and on- 
ward, the survivors of the tornado 
disaster of southern Illinois and 
southeastern Indiana stood shoulder 
to shoulder, Sunday, and prayed for 
courage to the strong. 

Memorial service for the dead of 
more than eight hundred in the 
stricken sections of five states mark- 
ed the first Sunday since the fury of 
the elements laid waste a 500-mile 
stretch of territory. 

Ministers and members of all 
churches joined in a memorial ser- 
vice in the public square at Murphys- 
boro, III., where the storm had 
wrought greatest. havoc.. Here the

Four days after the tornado broke, 
the Red Cross had an emergency re- 
et unit in every devastated com- 
munity, all injured are under medical 
treatment, and every homeless one 
has a temporary shelter, Henry M. 
Barker, national director of disaster 
relief of the Red Cross. announced. 

Conditions are rapidly improving in 
the region and the evening of the 
fourth day after the catastrophe saw 
the burial of nearly the last of the 
800 or more persons killed. 

Relief work continues at a rapid 
pace, turning to the ‘establishment of 
more permanent quarters for the un- 
hurt homeless and the transferring of 
many of the nearly 3,000 injured to 
better places for treatment. 

Even while every church was filled 
with mourners for mass funerals, re- 
Nef emissaries proceeded with their 
work tn ‘the hospitals and the tem- 
porary shelters provided for the un- 
housed population of the score of 
cities that were wholly or partly 
wrecked py the wind. 

Workers, who could be spared from 
the cemeteries went on with the task 
of searching for any person who had 
possibly been overlocked in the 
wreckage. of the hundreds of homes 
leveled during the storm. 

And hope sprang eternal in the 
breasts of the survivors,” as they 
planned for rehabilitation while still 
suffering the pangs of grief for 
friends and relatives taken so quickly 
by the fury of the elements. 

The total death list for the five 
states hit by the storm stands at 810. 
The injured, number 2,938, making the 
total casualties 3,748. 

Raising of relief funds goes forward 
in all parts of the country, largely in 
churches and by radio cppeals. One 
radio station in Chicago had raised 
$100,000 alone. The funds subscribed 
in Chicago have. passed the million

Op- 
erations in manufacturing plants in 
the San Francisco industrial area, in- 
cluding all the bay cities, are slightly 
below normal. All plants are run- 
“ning, except a large flour mill in 
Valiéjo and a fice’ milling plant in 
South San Francisco, which has been 
closed for repairs. Richmond indus- 
try is reported exceptionally brisk. 
A surplus of common and skilled la- 
bor is apparent, except bsicklayers, of 
whom there is a shortage, Some calls 
for farm help are reported. A large 
surplus of labor is reported in the 
Los Angeles district, with the building 
industry. showing a little improve- 
ment. A small demand for orange 
Pickers existed in Butte county and 
spring work was opening up in Ma- 
dera county. The report notes an im- 
provement in the state’s lumber in- 
dustry and prédicts that, while there 
was an over supply of workers, these 
would be absorbed by the middle of 
March. Activities in oil refining and 
drilling have lessened and there has 
been a curtailment in the . railroad 
shops. A surplus of mine workers 
was reported. ; « 

The state board of health made pub- 
lic the results of an occupational sur- 
vey of “white plague” victims. which 
places laborers at the top of the list 
and office men in ninth place. Of 
2,691 persons committed to hospitals 


subsidized by the state during the past 


two years, 406 were men who earned 
their livlihood by hard physical labor, 
many of whom were engaged in out- 
of-door work, the report showed. On- 
ly fifty-one office men were committed 
during the period. Next to laborers, 
persons engaged in housework lead 
in susceptibility; to the dreaded dis- 
ease. School children also fall easy 
prey to tuberculosis, girls leading 
with 149 commitments and béys fol- 
lowing with 93. Store clerks and 
miners are equally susceptible to the 
disease, eighty-three patients being re- 
ported from each occupation. Profes- 
sienal men, newspapermen, railroad- 
men insurance and real estate dealers 
and mechanics make up a small per- 
centage.

How such a vast amount of real 
estate and improvements can es- 
cape taxation will become the sub- 
ject of a great deal of inquiry and 
possible official investigation.
